When the Austro-Serv ian war began, followed so closely by the general 
European war, the world hardly ex pected that Emperor Francis J oseph of 
Austria-Hungary would liv e through It While the early battles of the general 
conflict were raging the aged ruler celebrated his eighty -fourth birthday . He 
was In feeble health, and the prospect of thousands of his subjects being 
killed In battle apparently prey ed on his mind. The emperor began his long 
reign six ty six y ears ago. 
During that time his inonnrchy was often torn by 
Internal conflicts of Its div erse races. His family troubles and domestic trib­ 
ulations are a part of European history . 
Following the double assassination 
of Grand Duke Frederick Ferdinand and his wife Grand Dube Charles Fran­ 
cis J oseph, another nephew of the emperor, became heir to the throne.

The report of so stu ­ 
pendous an enterprise as cutting off 
the allies from this long line of re­ 
treat must he accepted with reserv e. 
Ii i» possible, howev er, that the Ger­ 
mans occupy three sides of the s u r­ 
rounding sq uare. 
They are back ing 


the allies fiwav from Belg ium from 


the north; their mov e around Lille, 


if conducted in sufficient force, con­ 


cerning which we hav e no particu­ 


lars, would box the allies in on the 


west;

As nearly as we can judg e, there­

The extensiv e and effectiv e educa­ 
tional work that is being done by v a­ 
rious departm ents of the Indiana state 
g ov ernment for the benefit of the 
Hoosier people will be shown by elab­ 
orate exhibits at the Indiana State 
Fair the week of Sept. 7. 
These de­ 
partm ents are g oing far in their work 
of enlig htening both farm and city 
people to the end of better and more 
economical liv ing conditions. 
Some 
of these exhibits hav e been seen at 
the fair for years, showing improv e­ 
ment at ev ery fair, and v isitors hav e 
found the displays to be sources of in­ 
formation of direct help to them. 
The newest of these exhibits will 
be made by the state fire marshal, the 
purpose of which will be to enlig hten 
the public on how to prev ent losses 
by fire. The exhibit will be along the 
lines of one g iv en by the National 
Association of M anufacturers in New 
York last May, and many manufac­ 
turers of fireproof m aterial will con­ 
tribute to the exhibit at the State 
Fair. 
Numerous pictures of larg e 
fires and of fire hazzards ov er the 
country will be shown. 
The fire mar­ 
shal's departm ent will display charts 
showing both national and Indiana fire 
losses, causes and sug g estions of pre­ 
v ention. 
Pictures will also be shown 
of building s that the fire marshal has 
condemned, rubbish conditions as they 
prev ail in many places, and which al­ 
ways threaten fire loss. 
Model and 
bad flue construction will be another 
subject in which all builders will be 
interested. 
Tn the m anufactured dis­ 
plays will be fire exting uishers, fire 
alarm system, fireproof doors and win­ 
dow shutters, exits and asbestos ware 
of many k inds. 
One m anufacturer 
will show a model fireproof home 
with siding , shing les and other un- 
burnable material. 
The Indiana State Board of For­ 
estry win hav e an enlarg ed exhibit at 
the fair which will interest all city 
and country home lov ers who would 
g row and protect trees. 
The exhibit 
will also show how to treat woods to 
prev ent decay, and in its display of 
woods the State Board will show how 
these Iloosier-g rown m aterials of less 
expensiv e k inds may be substituted 
for the more expensiv e and less prev ­ 
alent species. 
The State Food Commissioner will 
ag ain hav e a larg e exhibit showing 
honest and dishonest weig hts and 
measures, displays of impure drug s 
and adulterated foods, all of which 
hav e been g athered by the inspectors 
from the open m ark ets of Indiana cit­ 
ies and towns, and throug h the ex­ 
hibits the public may learn how to 
protect themselv es from the practices 
of fraudulent manufacturers and dis­ 
honest dealers. 
The 
State 
Entomollg lst 
has 
for 
years been doing effectiv e educational 
work among Indiana people by dis­ 
plays at the fair, especially in how to 
combat the parasites and diseases 
which attack orchards and g ardens. 
Specimens of insect enemies, exam­ 
ples of diseases, methods of spraying 
and when and how to use spraying 
m aterials, mak e this exhibit of im­ 
m easurable v alue both to farm people 
and to dty nature lov ers. 
A special 
feature will be insects and plant dis­ 
eases that are prev alent in Indiana 
this year. 
The boys' judg ing contest, conduct­ 
ed by Purdue Univ ersity experts, will 
be one of the best educational features 
for the youth from Hoosier farms. 
The State Board of Ag riculture also 
offers $200 in the Purdue corn g row­ 
ing contest, to be awarded at the 
corn 
show at Purdue next January.

Following the double assassination 
of Grand Duke Frederick Ferdinand and his wife Grand Duke Charles Fran- 
cis Joseph, another nepiiew of the emperor, became heir to the throne.

DISPLAYS AT THE FAIR 


CommoRwealtii Will Show Edu- 


cational Work at State Fair, 


The extensive and effective educa- 


tional work that is hems done by va- 
rious departments of the Indiana state 
government for the benetit of the 
Hoosier people will be shown by elab- 
orate exhibits at the Indiana State 
Fair the week of Sept. 7. These de- 
partments are going far in their work 
of enlightening both farm and city 
people to the end of better and more 
economical living conditions. 
Some 


of these exhibits have been seen at 
the fair for years, showing improve- 
ment at every fair, and visitors have 
found the displays to be sources of in- 
formation of direct help to them. 


The newest of these exhibits will 


be made by the state fire marshal, the 
purpose of which will be to enlighten 
tlie public on how to prevent losses 
by fire. The exhibit will be along the 
lines of one given by the National 
Association of Manufacturers in New 
York last May, and many manufac- 
turers of fireproof material will con- 
tribute to the exhibit at the State 
Fair. 
Numerous pictures of large 


fires and of fire hazzards over the 
country will be shown. The fire mar- 
shal's department will display charts 
showing both national and Indiana fire 
losses, causes and suggestions of pre- 
vention. Pictures will also be shown 
of buildings that the fire marshal has 
condemned, rubbish conditions as they 
prevail in many places, and which al- 
ways threaten fire loss. 
Model and 


bad flue construction will be another 
subject in which all builders will be 
interested. In the manufactured dis- 
plays will be fire extinguishers, fire 
aJarm system, fireproof doors and win- 
dow shutters, exits and asbestos ware 
of many kinds. 
One manufacturer 


will show a model fireproof home 
with siding, shingles and other un- 
burnable material. 


The Indiana State Board of For- 


estry win have an enlarged exhibit at 
the fair which will Interest all city 
and country home lovers who would 
grow and protect trees. The exhibit 
will also show how to treat woods to 
prevent decay, and In its display of 
woods the State Board will show how 
these Hoosler-grown materials of less 
expensive kinds may be substituted 
for the more expensive and less prev- 
alent species. 


The State Food Commissioner will 


again have a large exhibit showing 
honest 
and dishonest weights and 


measures, displays of Impure drugs 
and adulterated foods, all of which 
have been gathered by the Inspectors 
from the open markets of Indiana cit- 
ies an<3 towna, and through the ex- 
hibits the pubilc may learn how to 
protect themselves from the practices 
of fraudulent manufacturers and dis- 
honest dealers. 


The State Entomollglst has for 


years been doing effective educational 
work among Indiana people by dis- 
plays at the fair, especially In how to 
combat the parasites and diseases 
which attack orchards and gardens. 
Specimens of Insect enemies, exam- 
ples of diseases, methods of spraying 
and when and how to use spraying 
materials, make this exhibit of Im- 
measurable value both to farm people 
and to city nature lovers. A special 
feature will be insects and plant dis- 
eases that are prevalent in Indiana 
this year. 


Tho boys' Judging contest, conduct- 


ed by Purdue University experts, will 
ie one of the best educational features 
'or the youth from Hoosier farms. 
The State Board of Agriculture also 
offers $200 In the Purdue corn grow- 
ng contest, to be awarded at the corn 
show at Purdue next January.
